Selectmen’s Report 


January 30, 1957 


To The Inhabitants of the Town of Orange: 


The 1956 Board of Selectmen organized with Edward F. Haley, 
Chairman; Norman F. Batchelor, Clerk; and Henry A White the 
third member. Meetings were held each Wednesday evening 
throughout the year and at other times as necessary. 


The Board held several meetings with representatives of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works regarding the com- 
pletion of the Athol-Orange-Erving By-Pass. 


The Civilian Defense requirements have been most capably 
carried out by Robert MacGregor, Jr., to whom we extend our 
appreciation in behalf of the Town. Mr. MacGregor resigned as 
Civilian Defense Director January 1, 1957. 


On April 6, 1956 Harry B. Kidder, Veterans’ Agent, passed 
away, having served the Town for three years. Applications were 
received for the position and the Chairman of the Selectmen met 
with the other members of the Veterans’ District and selected 
Mortimer W. Rowe as Veterans’ Agent. 


The Board feels that the Town has been well covered by an 
efficient Police Force. Attention is called to the report by Chief 
Kenneth Smith. 


The Fire Department has good equipment which has been 
well cared for and the Town property well protected. By vote of 
the Town a new truck was purchased. The purchasing committee 
consisted of Edward F. Haley, Chief MacKnight and Winfield B. 
Estey. A detailed report is made by Chief MacKnight and a report 
by Supt. Reynolds of the Fire Alarm system. 


The road department has repaired the roads as laid out and 
did some new work. Good roads are a necessity today. Supt. 
Walter A. Stone has a report on this elsewhere. 


Group Insurance, as voted by the Town, was put into effect in 
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November 1956. The Town employees pay 50% and the Town 
pays 50%. 


Laws passed in 1956 by the Legislature made it necessary for 
the Town to have an Electrical Inspector. James Killay, holding a 
Master’s Electrical License, has been appointed. 


Arrangements were made for the automobiles of employees 
at the Orange Manufacturing Corp. to be parked on the Armory 
grounds. This relieved the congestion on East Main Street from 
Mechanic Street to Bacon Street. 


Through the cooperation of the Planning Board, the Town 
voted to extend the water system from its present terminus at W. 
Morton Brown property 2000 feet to the property of Dominic 
Mirable, Known as Dom-Raco Park, where 6 houses were to be 
completed before April 15, 1957. Also through the cooperation of 
the Planning Board the Town voted to extend the sewer and water 
service from South Main St. westerly on the property of Edward 
J. Ledgard. Mr. Ledgard offered to pay for the excavation for 
sewer and water line. 


At a Special Town Meeting in 1956, the Town appropriated 
$16,200. for South Road extension and $2,650. for Ledgard’s devel- 
opment. As this expense is on the 1957 tax rate no more projects 
for extending sewer and water lines should be undertaken. The 
Town has one necessary project on Hayden St. joining the Re- 
gional School to the Orange sewer system and a black top road 
on Hayden St. at a probable expense of $7,500.00. 


An invitation was received to attend the dedication of the 
Temple Israel in Athol. The Board attended and it was a most 
impressive ceremony. 


Licenses requested have been thoroughly investigated before 
granting or refusing, such as junk yards, gas stations, revolver 
permits and various other licenses. 


The Orange Town Hall in the next few years should be put in 
suitable condition for public use. The Board feels that the heating 
system should be changed over to oil. The next step should be 
renovating the main hall, and the third step the outside work and 
stairways and lobby. 
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Orange shops and shops in the area have run well the past 
year and employment has been high. The physical condition of 
the Town is good. The new store fronts have certainly added to 
the Town’s general appearance. Our roads are good. The many 
new homes are attractive and have eased up the housing question. 


The Board carried out the articles as voted in the various 
Town meetings. The cooperation of the departments and indi- 
viduals has been excellent and all have worked for the best 
interests of Orange. 


We appreciate the work of all committees and men who 


served on all committees in these trying times when it seems that 
“home rule” is at an end.

Highway Department Report 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of 
our roads, streets and sidewalks which are not included under 
Chapter 81 or Chapter 90. Projects include the following: 


The removal of old macadam sidewalk, resetting of granite 
curb and constructing a bituminous concrete sidewalk on Pleasant 
st. a distance of 708 feet. The removing of old glass sidewalk on 
East Main St. by Plotkin Block and constructing a new bituminous 
concrete walk 36’ x 8’. The constructing of 100 feet of concrete 
sidewalk curb on West Myrtle St., also about 100 feet of bitumious 
concrete sidewalk curb on Walnut Hill St. 


The installation of parking signs on Holtshire Road near 
bathing beach, no parking signs on West side of Wheeler Ave., 
and no parking signs on east side of Whitney Street. 


The cutting and burning of brush on the following roads: 
Poor Farm, Athol, Tully and Sentinel Elm. 


The cutting, burning and clearing of all brush in and around 
brook from Burrill Ave to Millers River. 


The installation of 110 feet of drainage at outlet of Grove 
St. box culvert. 


_ The installation of 94 feet of 12” dia. ACCM drainage pipe and 
two catch basins on East River St. at Yuoconis street intersection. 


The cold patching and the gravel patching of all streets and 
roads each year before the start of Chapter 81 and Chapter 90. 


The repairing of old plank bridges was taken care of as usual. 


The Briggs St. drainage job was continued this year which 
included the installation of 656 feet of 21” dia. Hel-Cor metal 
pipe, 290 feet of 18” dia. Hel-Cor metal pipe, and 9 catch basins, 
frames and grates. We hope the people will vote to let us con- 
tinue this drainage job until finished. 
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MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


The general maintenance of this building was kept up as 
usual. The roof of this building needs to be repaired and have 
included in my budget to repair one half this year and the other 
half next year. 


SNOW AND ICE 


The year 1956 has been the worst winter that we have had for 
many years, plowing 18 storms, a total of 113 inches: 7 inches in 
January, 29 inches in February, 38 inches in March, 8 inches in 
April, 9 inches in November, 22 inches in December. 


The demand for sanding is more and more each year, using 
1596 tons of sand, 60 tons of rock salt and 5 tons of calcium 
chloride. 


The Snow-Go has been a very valuable piece of equipment as 
we have been able to clear the streets after each storm. 


We delivered the usual amount of sand around to the houses 
for private use on sidewalks. 


The snow fence (namely 6700 ft.) was set out in different 
sections of the town where the drifting is most frequent, also 22 
sand boxes were placed in convenient places. 


We also kept the East-West runway, the taxi-way, and the 
ramp plowed and sanded. 


Starting this year the expense will be out of the money allo- 
cated to the Airport. 


SEWERS 


We installed this year 14 new house connections. 


We flushed and cleaned out the main lines where we have 
the most trouble. 


We purchased 100 feet of wooden sewer rods. 


The regular intermediate stoppages were all taken care of. 
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The extension of the main sewer line on So. Main St. a dis- 
tance of 118 feet with one man hole frame and grate installed as 
per vote of the Town. 


CHAPTER 90—MAINTENANCE 


The work finished this year under this account is as fol- 
lows:—Wheeler Ave., a distance of 1.8 miles, 6527 gals. tar T-6 
was applied and road honed, also Wheeler Ave., a distance of .6 
miles, 1800 gals of asphalt MC-5, which was a seal coat. Warwick 
Road, a distance of .8 miles, 3125 gals. of Tar T-6 was applied and 
road honed. A total of 9652 gals. of Tar and 1800 gals. of Asphalt 
was applied, covering 37,560 sq. yds. of surface. 


CHAPTER 90—CONSTRUCTION 


Holtshire Rd.: Under this account was completed this year 
which consisted of the cutting down of 60 trees, removing stumps, 
1191 cu. yds. of fine fill; 759 cu. yds. of coarse fill placed in 
Mattawa lake, 549 cu. yds. of gravel placed on road, 14381 gals. 
Tar T-6 with pea stone cover and 1200 Ft. of Flex Beam Guide Rail 
installed. 


North Orange Rd.: This is a continuation of project started in 
the past and included the cutting down of about 75 trees, the 
removing of stumps, the roadway excavation, the sloping of 
banks, the building of shoulders, the installation of 230 ft. of 15” 
dia. ACCM pipe, the installation of 1880 ft. of 6” Perf. metal pipe, 
the placing of 561 cu. yds. of gravel and the installation of two 
drop inlets. 


CHAPTER 81 


The maintenance and surfacing of all our streets and roads 
except Chapter 90-Maintenance work is carried out under this 
account. At the present time the State furnishes about 60 per cent 
of the total amount spent. The work constitutes the care and sur- 
facing of both gravel and black top streets and roads with a total 
of 78 miles, of which 47.30 miles are black top and 30.70 miles of 
gravel or dirt. 


The usual dragging and scraping of our gravel roads and 
streets both in town and the outlying districts. 
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This year the Tar and Asphalt business was divided between 
the Barrett Co., The Koppers Co., and The Independent Coal Tar 
Co., using 16,972 gals. of tar. and 23,211 gals. of asphalt covering 
the following streets and roads: North Main St., 1.10 miles; East, 
.20 miles; Athol Lower, .85 miles; Creamery Hill, 1.05 miles; East 
River, 2.25 miles; West River, 1.05 miles; Walnut Hill, .60 miles; 
Shelter, .15 miles; Logan, .18 miles; Lincoln, .25 miles; Winter, 
.o9 Miles; Bacon, .15 miles; East Howe, .05 miles; Bacon, .25 miles; 
Summer, .10 miles; Grove, .20 miles; School, .10 miles; Whitney, 
15 miles; Eddy, .10 miles; Hayden, .50 miles; Prentiss, .55 miles; 
Dewey Conrad, .10 miles; Adams, .30 miles; Church, .15 miles; 
King, .25 miles; E. Myrtle, .30 miles; Cheney, .40 miles; Linden, 
.10 miles; Charles, .15 miles; Congress, .35 miles; Spring, .20 miles; 
and Dexter, .10 miles. 


A total of 10.85 miles of streets and roads were resurfaced 
with tar or asphalt this year covering 133,989 sq. yds. 


The drainage consisted of the cleaning out of all catch basins 
and drop inlets after each storm. The installation of 13 ft. of 15” 
dia. ACCM pipe on the Ox Bow Road; 82 ft. of 15” dia. ACCM pipe 
on the Tully Rd. and 107 ft. of 12” dia. ACCM pipe, 30 ft. of 15” 
dia. ACM pipe, 32 ft. of 22” x 13” metal arch on East River St. 


The bituminous concrete patching of all black top streets and 
roads where needed. 


The gravel patching on the following streets and roads: 143 
cu. yds., North Main St.; 376 cu. yds., Temple; 14 cu. yds., Ward’s; 
129 cu. yds., Sentinel Elm; 315 cu. yds., Eagleville; 21 cu. yds., 
Cross; 21 cu. yds., Pine Hill; 56 cu. yds., Poor Farm; 7 cu. yds., 
Wheeler Pond; 28 cu. yds., Walker; 7 cu. yds., Battle; 7 cu. yds., 
Hunt; 7 cu. yds., Summit; 60 cu. yds, Chestnut Hill; 122 cu. yds., 
Lower Chestnut; and 21 cu. yds., Wendell.

PROCEEDINGS AT THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING IN THE 
TOWN HALL ON OCTOBER 22, 1956 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, 
qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs, held in the town 
hall on Monday, October 22, 1956 at 8:00 p.m. it was voted as 
follows: 


Delbert A. Witty, Moderator 
Meeting called to order at 8:00 p.m. 


ARTICLE 1. Voted: That the Town appropriate from sur- 
plus revenue $100.00 for the salary for the remainder of the year 
for a Town electrical inspector as required by Chapter 403 of the 
Acts of 1956. $100.00 


ARTICLE 2. Voted: That the Town accept the following 
amendment adopted by the regional school committee on Sep- 
tember 6, 1956 to the agreement dated March 14, 1955 for estab- 
lishment of a regional school] district for the Towns of Orange and 
Erving: as read and printed. 


The Amendment 


1. By striking out the words “Erving and Orange” in the para- 
graph preceding Section I and inserting in place thereof the 
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following words: “Erving, Orange and Petersham.” 


2. By striking out subsection (A) of Section I and inserting in 
place thereof the following: — ‘(A) The regional district school 
committee, hereinafter referred to as the Committee, shall con- 
sist of ten members, five from the town of Orange, three from 
the town of Erving, and two from the town of Petersham. Of 
the members from each town, one shall be an appointed mem- 
ber and the rest shall be elected members. Appointed mem- 
bers shall be those appointed by the local school committee of 
each member town. Elected members shall be those elected 
at annual town elections.” 


3. By striking out the second paragraph of subsection (C) of 
Section I and inserting in place thereof the following para- 
graph: — “At the annual town elections next following the ad- 
mission of the town of Petersham, the town of Orange shall 
elect two additional members and the town of Petersham shall 
elect one member to serve on the committee for a term of three 
years. Thereafter, at every succeeding annual town election 
when a member town is required to elect one or more members, 
each such town shall elect such member or members to serve 
for a term of three years or until their successors are elected 
and qualified. Nothing herein contained shall prevent a mem- 
ber of the local school committee of a member town from serv- 
ing on the Committee as an elected member.” 


4. By adding at the end of subsection (D) of Section I the fol- 
lowing two sentences: — “Within ten days after the admission 
of the town of Petersham to the regional school district, the 
moderators of the towns of Orange and Petersham shall each 
appoint, from a list of four nominees presented to the modera- 
tor by the local school committee of the said town, two mem- 
bers of whom at least one such appointee in the case of the 
town of Petersham shall be a member of the local Petersham 
school committee. The four members so appointed shall serve 
on the Committee until their successors are appointed or elect- 
ed and qualified as provided in subsection (E) of Section I and 
subsection (C) of Section I as amended.” 


5. By inserting after Section XIII the following new section: 
Section XIV. (A) Upon admission to the District, the town of 
Petersham shall be liable for its proportionate share, as deter- 
mined by subsection (D) of Section IV, of any outstanding 
funded indebtedness and interest thereon. The admission of 
the town of Petersham shall be deemed to constitute approval 
by such town of the amount of any funded indebtedness of the 
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District authorized by the Committee prior to such admission, 
but which has not been issued and is not outstanding, and such 
town shall be liable for its proportionate share, as determined 
by subsection (D) of Section IV, of any such funded indebted- 
ness when issued and for interest thereon. 


(B) The town of Petersham shall be responsible for its share 
of all construction and operating costs which were apportioned 
to the towns of Erving and Orange prior to the admission of 
the town of Petersham in the same manner and to the same 
extent as if the town of Petersham had been a member of the 
District at the time of its establishment. Such share, deter- 
mined in this manner, shall be assessed to the town of Peters- 
ham upon the first annual apportionment of operating costs 
next following said town’s admission to the District. Such 
share shall be paid to the District in four equal installments 
not later than the first day of April, June, September and De- 
cember in the year next following such apportionment. The 
payment of this share shall be credited to the towns of Erving 
and Orange in amounts proportionate to the share of construc- 
tion and operating costs previously apportioned to these towns. 


Vote under Article 2 was unanimous. 


ARTICLE 3. Voted: That the Town appropriate from Sur- 
plus Revenue the sum of $1500.00 to pay the Town’s share of the 
cost of the municipal employees insurance program accepted un- 
der Chapter 32B of the General Laws of Mass., as amended.

ARTICLE 4. Voted: That the Town appropriate from Sur- 
Plus Revenue $2,650.00 to extend the sewer and water services 
from South Main street westerly on a way on property of Edward 
J. Ledgard provided an easement is given for such purpose. 

$2650.00 


ARTICLE 5. Voted: That the Town appropriate from Sur- 
plus Revenue $12,000.00 for the Old Age Assistance account. 
$12,000.00 


ARTICLE 6. Voted: That the Town transfer $3,000.00 from 
the Aid to Dependent Children account to the Old Age Assistance 
account. $3000.00 


ARTICLE 7%. Voted: That the Town transfer $5,000.00 from 
the General Relief Account to the Old Age Assistance account. 
$5000.00 
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ARTICLE 8 Voted: That the Town transfer $2,000.00 from 
the Overlay Reserve Fund to the Reserve Fund. $2000.00 


ARTICLE 9. Voted: That the Town appropriate from Sur- 
plus Revenue $900.00 for the Town Hall expense account. $900.00 


ARTICLE 10. Voted: That the Town accept a bequest of 
$200.00 for use of the Wheeler Library Account from the estate of 
Bessie M. Edwards. $200.00 


ARTICLE 11. Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate 
$16,200.00 to extend the water system with an 8 inch main from 
its present terminus at the VW. Morton Brown property southerly 
on South Main St. about 2,000 feet to property of Domenic Mirable, 
thence easterly on said Mirable’s property about 700 feet, only 
when six houses have been completely erected on the premises on 
or before April 15, 1957 and to meet said appropriation by borrow- 
ing with a bond and note or notes of the Town for $16,200.00 to be 
signed by the Treasurer and Board of Selectmen, all in accordance 
with Mass. General Laws, Chapter 44, said bond issue to be paid 
in or within 10 years, provided an easement is given over said 
way. $16200.00 


Vote on article 11 was unanimous. 


ARTICLE 12. Voted: That the Town accept as a public 
street a way called Sunset Drive over the land of Domenic Mirable 
according to a plan of lots called Dom Rayco Park on easterly side 
of South Main St., when no less than six houses have been com- 
pleted on said property prior to April 15, 1957 and all at no ex- 
pense to the Town provided the owner prepares the road as re- 
quired by the Highway Dept.

Meeting called to order at 8:00 p.m. 


ARTICLE 1. Voted: That the Town accept the amendment 
as read and as printed. 


1. By striking out the words “Erving and Orange” in the para- 
graph preceding Section I and inserting in place thereof the 
following words: “Erving, Orange and Petersham.” 

2. By striking out subsection (A) of Section I and inserting in 
place thereof the following: — ‘“(A) The regional district 
school committee, hereinafter referred to as the Committee, 
shall consist of nine members, four from the town of Orange, 
three from the town of Erving, and two from the town of 
Petersham. Of the members from each town, one shall be an 
appointed member and the rest shall be elected members. 
Appointed members shall be those appointed by the local 
school committee of each member town. Elected members 
shall be those elected at annual town elections.” 

3. By striking out the second paragraph of subsection (C) of 
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Section I and inserting in place thereof the following para- 
graph: — “At the annual town elections next following the 
admission of the town of Petersham, the town of Orange shall 
elect one additional member and the town of Petersham shall 
elect one member to serve on the committee for a term of 
three years. Thereafter, at every succeeding annual town 
election when a member town is required to elect one or more 
members, each such town shall elect such member or mem- 
bers to serve for a term of three years or until their successors 
are elected and qualified.

The modera- 
tor of the Town of Petersham shall appoint two members from 
a list of four nominees presented to the moderator by the local - 
school committee of said town, at least one of whom shall bea 
member of the local Petersham school committee. The mem- 
bers so appointed shall serve on the committee until their 
successors are appointed or elected and qualified as provided 
in subsection (B) of Section I and subsection (C) of Section 
I as amended.” 


5. By inserting after Section XIII the following new section: 
Section XIV. (A) Upon admission to the District, the town of 
Petersham shall be liable for its proportionate share, as de- 
termined by subsection (D) of section IV, of any outstanding 
funded indebtedness and interest thereon. The admission of 
the town of Petersham shall be deemed to constitute approval 
by such town of the amount of any funded indebtedness of 
the District authorized by the Committee prior to such ad- 
mission, but which has not been issued and is not outstand- 
ing, and such town shall be liable for its proportionate share, 
as determined by subsection (D) of Section IV, of any funded 
indebtedness when issued and for interest thereon.

Voted: That the Town appropriate the sum of 
$9220.00 as its additional share in the construction of a new ad- 
ministration building, access road, and parking area at the Or- 
ange Municipal Airport and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
in anticipation of State and Federal Reimbursements as their 
share, for a period not to exceed one year, the sum of $42,410.00.

VITAL STATISTICS 


As required by Chapter 46, Section 15, General Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, notice is hereby given that the Town Clerk will furnish 
blanks for return of births, to parents, householders, physicians 
and registered hospital officers applying therefor. 


Parents are also informed that they are required to report 
birth of their children regardless of any other return that has 
been made from other sources. 


Parents please be certain that the recording of the record of 
the birth of your child is as you wish it to be recorded. Don’t 
leave it to any second or third party. 


Much inconvenience will be saved your children later in life 
if this small detail is attended to at this time. It is much easier 
to have the original record correct than it is to attempt to have it 
changed later. 


HAVE YOU A BIRTH RECORD? 


A birth certificate is a precious document. Sometimes it is 
the only proof of a person’s American citizenship. Often it is the 
one thing that can qualify him for a passport, a pension or em- 
ployment in the State and Federal Government or in a defense 
industry. 


Yet, according to United States Census Bureau authorities, be- 
tween 40,000,000 and 50,000,000 Americans lack birth certificates. 
Doctors and nurses who attended their coming into the world ne- 
glected to file the necessary data at the city or town halls. Some 
States and many communities kept inadequate records, if they 
kept any records at all. And, in rare instances, disasters like fires 
or earthquakes destroyed the municipal books. 


In view of the fact that the situation is as bad as the Census 
Bureau says, it would seem worth while for each citizen to ascer- 
tain his status in the birth certificate picture and to find out, be- 
fore it is too late, what he must do to get a satisfactory substitute 
for this enrollment.

ATTENTION TO PARENTS OF AND MINORS BETWEEN THE 
AGES OF 14 AND 18 YEARS 


The Legislature in 1954 enacted into law provisions for the 
sale of hunting licenses to persons between the ages of 15 and 18 
years. 


The law briefly is as follows: 


1) Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
not held a hunting license in this Commonwealth during a prior 
year, may obtain a hunting license by presenting to a city or 
town clerk, a certificate of competency, or providing an affidavit 
signed by the applicant’s parent or guardian, stating that at all 
times while hunting or target shooting he or she will be accom. 
panied by an adult over the age of 21 years. 
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(2) Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
held a hunting license in this Commonwealth for a prior year, 
may obtain a hunting license by presenting to the city or town 
clerk, the license for a prior year or satisfactory evidence that he 
has held a license for a prior year. 


A certificate of competency is granted to persons that have 
successfully completed the course of instruction in the Minor’s 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program conducted by the Department 
of Natural Resources, Division of Law Enforcement. 


Persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years desiring to take 
the course of instruction are advised to write to the Division of 
Law Enforcement, 15 Ashburton Place, Boston 8, Massachusetts, 
for an application to take the course of instruction in the Minor’s 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program. 


Minors 14 years of age but who will become 15 years of age 
during the hunting season, may apply for and receive this in- 
struction.

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Report of Airport Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The year 1956 was undoubtedly the busiest year the Airport 
Commission has experienced since its inception with more than 
2,000 hours devoted to meetings held in Orange, Boston, Natick, 
Westfield, and East Boston. Meetings were held ‘with Northeast 
Airlines, Civil Aeronautics Admn., Mass. State Aeronautics Com- 
mission, Tekton Associates, Inc., Mass. Air National Guard and 
with the managers of the Lawrence, Mass. Municipal Airport, and 
the Fitchburg Municipal. Airport. Most of these meetings were 
held to discuss the Radio Homing Beacon and the impending Air- 
port Improvement Program which includes a new administration 
building scheduled to be completed in 1957. Several meetings of a 
promotional nature were held with the following companies: 
Bersworth Industrial Air Service, of Framingham, Mass., Yankee 
Air Freight System of Pittsfield, General Electric Co., Athol and 
Orange Hot Rod Club and the Kiwanis Club of Orange. 


Several major improvements were accomplished at the air- 
port during the year including the commissioning of the Radio 
Homing Beacon in August. Only two items remain to be com- 
pleted on the beacon; they are a flight check by the Mass. 
Aeronautics Commission, and a flight check by Northeast Air- 
lines, which the Commission expects will be accomplished 
within the next two months. The Orange Kiwanis Club came 
through to assist in the project by donating an additional parcel 
of land necessary for this transmitter. All hangars at the field have 
now been wired for electricity and telephones have been installed 
in the large T hangar, and a telephone booth has been provided 
at the west corner of the administration building. Facilities for a 
full time Aircraft and Engine maintenance shop have been pro- 
vided by the present operators of the field. A new hot water 
heater has been installed in the Airport House. Reinforced con- 
crete post type barriers have been erected at the three back roads 
leading on to the field. A hard pack gravel base was installed in 
the large municipal hangar to facilitate moving aircraft in and 
out during the winter months. The crack sealing program was 
again carried out during the year on the primary runway and 
the year 1957 should see this long overdue project completed. A 
new master plan of the field was provided by Tekton, Inc., Archi- 
tects and Engineers, as part of the requirements of the Federal Aid 
Program. The Kiwanis Club of Orange once more assisted the 
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Town by providing new furniture for the present administration 
building. iy, 

In June of 1956 the Airport Commission received the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Edric Chaffee who returned to Springfield. Following 
several meetings with prospective applicants, the Commission 
signed a contract with Mr. Stanley Hunt, Mr. Sheldon Fyfield and 
George Pickering, all of Keene, New Hampshire, who are the 
present operators of the Orange Maintenance and Flying Service. 
Mr. Hunt was selected to represent the Commission as manager of 
the field, and upon passing the state examination in Boston, 
‘designated Mr. Sheldon Fyfield as assistant resident manager. 
The present operators have certainly proven that the Orange 
Municipal Airport is an ideal place to base your aircraft as well 
as having your maintenance work done at the same time. At the 
present time there are 18 aircraft based at the field, and this is 
the first time that this condition has prevailed since 1941, when 
the Naval Flight Training Program was in effect. At the present 
time there are two licensed Aircraft and Engine Mechanics working. 
full time at the maintenance shop. Mr. Robert DePratti, a gradu- 
ate of East Coast Aero Tech., and a resident of Athol, has recently 
been added to the staff. Due to the fact that all available hangar 
space is being utilized at the present time, the Commission re- 
grets that more than 20 aircraft had to be refused the privilege 
of basing at the Orange Airport. - 


The Drag Trials sponsored by the Orange Kiwanis Club were 
continued during the summer, with six very successful events 
completed. Along with increased revenue for the town, the Time 
Trials produced a lot of publicity for the town and the airport, 
through newsreel, television, newspaper, and magazine coverage. 
The Commission hopes that this increased activity will continue 
during the coming year. 


It has been tremendously gratifying to the members of the 
Commission that so many of the townspeople have shown an in- 
creased interest in the development of the potential at the airport. 
We should like to thank the Chamber of Commerce and the Ki- 
wanis Club for their continued interest in the development of the 
airport. We have one of the best airports in New England and we 
sincerely hope that it will be utilized by Franklin County as a 
whole as well as our neighbors to the east, in the future. 


The Commission attended the two aviation conferences that 
were held this year at the National Guard Headquarters in West- 
field, and at the Hotel Statler in Boston. The purpose of these 
meetings were to discuss problems relating to aviation in Massa- 
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chusetts including methods of increasing revenue for municipal 
airports, more and better airline schedules, problems affecting 
civil and military aviation, etc. 


Northeast Airlines’ announcement that the C.A.B. decision 
was in their favor and that they would now be able to extend 
their air routes south through Washington, Miami and Tampa 
brought an immediate increase in passenger traffic at the munici- 
pal airport commencing in November. There were 783 passengers 
boarded at the airport through November 30, 1956. With the possi- 
bility of increaed service through Orange we can look forward to a 
favorable increase in passengers and freight during 1957. 


We ask all the townspeople to act as salesmen for the existing 
facilities at your excellent municipal airport. Your commission is 
earnestly endeavoring to interest new business to locate here and 
the ideas and assistance of the townspeople will be greatly ap- 
preciated, and will enable us to promote the airport even more 
efficiently.

Report of Civil Defense Director 


During the past year most of the heads of Town Departments 
and other Civil Defense Departments have attended various Civil 
Defense Meetings at Sector Headquarters in Greenfield as well as 
a number of Civil Defense Meetings with the Air Force officials at 
Westover. 


There also have been several conferences with Westover offi- 
cials and Civil Defense officials in the Town of Orange. 


During the year we took part in Civil Defense practices. In 
particular, Operation Orange was carried out successfully only 
because of the complete cooperation between the Orange Civil 
Defense Staff and the officials of Westover Field as well as the 
support of the Civil Defense Sector and State Staffs. 


Operation Orange consisted of the movement of some 2500 
dependents of the officers and enlisted men at Westover to Orange 
in over 500 automobiles. ; 


It was the first complete evacuation of the dependents from a 
military installation in the State and as far as was known, prob- 
ably the first one in the country. 


A great deal of credit is due the Orange Police and Fire De- 
partments as well as the Welfare Department, and in fact, all 
other Town and Civil Defense Divisions. 


The Chief of Police, of necessity, had to have at his disposal 
the assistance of police details from several other Franklin County 
towns; therefore, appreciation has been extended to those various 
towns for their cooperation. 


The Fire Department covered the operation in a very fine and 
complete manner. 


The Welfare Department, under the direction of Gilbert 
Mueller, had the responsibility of registering all of the evacuees 
from Westover and in this way gained a great deal of experience 
in the handling of any such evacuation should it become neces- 
Sary in any actual emergency. 


Civil Defense officials were present in Orange from all over 
the State and in this way the exercise proved to be very helpful 
to all of these visiting officials, likewise high air force officers 
were present in observing a major evacuation. 
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During a little more than nine years that I have had the 
responsibility of acting as Civil Defense Director, it has been very 
gratifying to receive the prompt response of all town departments, 
and, in particular, in every instance, the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments as well as the Civil Defense Wardens have been necessary. 
The reponse from these divisions has been particularly prompt 
both at the time of practices as well as actual emergencies such 
as at the time of the Worcester Tornado as well as at the time of 
the fire in Orange Square. ; 


We have continued to endeavor to keep a good efficient basic 
Civil Defense organization at all times, but, of course, there really 
should be a somewhat larger and more definite organization 
available to cope with any possible natural, man-made disaster 
or in the event of enemy attack. 


There probably should be more adequate radio communica- 
tion equipment installed for use in the event that telephone lines 
break down. There also should be such other equipment available 
such as geiger-counters, etc. 


The radio equipment should be purchased only after it has’ 
been properly tested because there are many hills between here 
and Greenfield, the Sector Headquarters, and, also, we should be 
sure the type of radio equipment purchased in Orange will work 
with the type used at Greenfield. 


We understand that geiger counters may be issued in the 
very near future but if they are not issued by the state or federal 
government, it would seem advisable to consider the purchase of 
such equipment so that we will be prepared to cope with any 
possible atomic fall-out. 


In addition to the Police Deparinene which has been aug- 
mented by an Auxiliary Force, and the Fire Department, which 
has likewise an Auxiliary Force, one of the most important De- 
partments in the event of any disaster will be the Welfare Depart- 
ment because it will be their duty to register, feed, house, clothe 
and do such things as take care of the ill, aged, injured and the 
children, all of which could well be a tremendous task; therefore, 
it is very satisfying to report to you that this department is being 
well organized with the assistance of the Sector and State Civil 
Defense Welfare Staffs. 


We have endeavored to be judicious in spending funds alloted 
to Civil Defense and as a result there is a balance of $1157.57 un- 
expended. Civil Defense, being an emergency department of the 
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government, unexpended balances are carried over from one year 
to another and, of course, in this way does not reflect in the new 
tax rate. Because of all this, this money is available for the use 
of Civil Defense for the purchase of equipment and other operat- 
ing expenses. 


It was with regret that I found it necessary for the Selectmen 
to accept my resignation as Civil Defense Director; however, while 
it is not possible for me to give the proper amount of time to this 
important work, I have offered to assist in an advisory capacity in 
event that they or the new directors feel that any such service will 
be helpful. |

It is such 
moves as this that adds to the soundness of the Community 
health program. Orange will continue to be a healthier and hap- 
pier place to live in. 


Public Health is our chief concern and we submit the follow- 
ing to show that more than lip service is being rendered along 
that line.

Report of Board of Public Welfare 


1 February 1957 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


Olid Age Assistance rendered during the year 1956 showed a 
decrease in caseload as compared to the previous year, with a 
drop from an average monthly figure of 17144 cases to 162%. 
Total assistance rendered in this category was $170,221.91 with 
recepits of $59,347.51 from the Federal government; $80,395.59 

from the State; $6,289.46 from individuals, mostly from action on 
- liens; and $1425.50 as charges against other cites and towns. Net 
cost to the Town for this category of assistance was $22,763.85. 


Olid Age Assistance medical expenses increased $18,123.68 
over the previous year. Many of our senior citizens have reached 
the limit of the life extension granted to them by new drugs and 
medical practice. There were 22 cases closed by death. Hospital 
days jumped from 399 in 1955 to 901 in 1956 and recipient-months 
in nursing homes from 89 to 157. Physicians’ visits and drug 
bills increased accordingly. 


Aid to Dependent Children dropped from an average caseload 
of 28% in 955 to just under 25 cases per month in 1956 and ex- 
penditures were $3514.23 less than in 1955. Total expenditures in 
this category were $42,995.57, and $14,958.15 was received from the 
Federal government, $13,734.45 from the State, and $205.20 from 
individuals. Net cost for ADC was $14,097.77. 


Disability Assistance fluctuated between 20 and 24 cases per 
month for a net average gain of one case, or 22 cases per month, 
Total assistance amounted to $22,937.69 with reimbursements from 
the Federal government of $9917.12 and $8142.43 from the State. 
Net cost to the Town in this category of assistance was $4878.14. 


General Relief cases were 9 in number at the beginning of the 
year and declined to 4 cases in December, for an average of 5 
cases per month. In 1955 the monthly average was 13% cases. 
Total Welfare expenditures were $4278.48, of which $385.54 was 
received from the State for unsettled cases, $660.24 from other 
cities and towns for their settled cases, and $54.35 from individ- 
uals. The net cost for this category of assistance was $3178.35. 
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Some of the decrease in the General Relief caseload came 
about because recipients of GR were able to qualify for assistance 
under the other categories of Old Age Assistance, Disability As- 
sistance, or Aid to Dependent Children, but this small caseload 
has been due largely to the high level of employment in this 
area. In the period from July through December only 5 Orange- 
settled cases were aided in other towns and most of this was aid 
of a very temporary nature. 


The Board of Public Welfare and the staff of, the Welfare 
Office wish to express their sincere appreciation for the coopera- 
tion received from the Town Officials, the various Town depart- 
ments and their employees, and the citizens of Orange in general. 
This assistance has been invaluable on numerous occasions during 
the past year and has helped this department materially in carry- 
ing out the functions and programs for which we are responsible.

At a Special Town Meeting held June 11, the construction of 
& gravel packed well was voted. The well and connecting pipe 
lines have been completed, but due to the State’s relocation of 
West River Street and the building of Route 2 By-Pass, there was 
some delay in regard to setting the poles for electric power. ‘This 
was finally taken care of, so that the station should be in opera- 
tion by the last part of January. 


During the construction of Route 2 By-Pass, east of the old 
pumping station, the feeder streams to Crystal Spring were dam- 
aged so that the Spring wouldn’t supply water enough to pump. 
This was taken up with the Dept. of Public Works. They agreed 
to put in sub-surface drains along and under the road which they 
think will eventually restore the former volume of water to the 
Spring. However, this is something that only time can prove. It 
was at this time that the connection between the Athol and Or- 
ange water systems proved its value. For over four months, start- 
ing in August, Athol furnished us with enough water to maintain 
a safe level in our reservoir. During this time they furnished us 
with about 125,000 gallons per day, for a total of over 15 million 
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gallons. The only cost to the Town for this help, will be to returm 
water to them when needed. 


Other work has included testing all hydrants in the spring 
and fall, cutting brush and wood at the pumping station and 
reservoirs, keeping all lawns mowed, and working on the Water 
Dept. building.

The Planning Board submits the following report for the year 
of 1956. 


The Board was handicapped at the beginning of the year by 
the fact that the Annual Election failed to provide candidates to 
fill the vacancies at that time. However, we were fortunate in the 
acceptance and appointment of Mr. Earl Sylvester, Mr. Norman 
Venette, and Mr. J. Bradley Deane. These men have served to 
strengthen the Board and have been a valuable asset. Meetings 
have been held weekly, conditions permitting, and we have been 
able to make some progress in the direction of performing some 
of our more important functions. 


We have reviewed and given the necessary acceptance to two 
subdivisions in the town. Also, we have conferred with the prop- 
er town officials concerning the development of water and sewage 
im areas which presently do not have these facilities. We feel 
that more attention should be given to the development of the 
northerly section of our town. Some of the more desirable home 
sites lie within this section, and improvement of town services 
would be inducive to new construction. We feel that any en- 
couragement to create new homes would help to defray the costs 
of our currently expanding school program. 


Our Superintendent of Parks, Mr. Harry Holden, resigned in 
July, due to the pressure of business commitments and the va- 
cancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. William Richards. 
Our Parks and Playgrounds have been carefully attended, and 
have been used to the full extent of their facilities by the town’s 
people. With the cooperation of the Rodney Hunt Machine Co., 
we were able to replace with stainless steel the slide, used at our 
playground at the town park. The Band Stand is in need of re- 
pair and we have endeavored to do what is necessary to keep it in 
serviceable shape. Additional repair is planned for this year, 
otherwise it may be necessary to replace the entire unit if the 
Band Concerts are to be continued. 
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We believe that some progress has been made this year in 
the direction of rules and regulations covering subdivisions, and 
we are giving our attention to the problem of creating a set of 
zoning regulations which might be applicable to the particular 
requirements of our town.

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Free Salk Vaccine Clinics for infantile paralysis were held at 
the Dexter Park and High Schools for the pre-school, school chil- 
dren, and pregnant women. Although the percentage was good, 
yet we have many not protected. We feel we have come a long 
way in protecting this group. Consent slips from parents were 
mecessary for children to receive the shots. Three shots are need- 
ed for real protection; two have already been given. We are 
hopeful that there will be no falling off when the third round of 
shots for this group begins in the spring. 


We wish to thank Mr. Henry J. Hastings, Superintendent of 
Schoois, Dr. Kirke Alexander, School Physician, Mrs. Louise Egan, 
R.N., of the Orange Visiting Nurse Association and her staff, for 
their splendid co-operation and work in making the Clinics a 
success. 


The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis states that 
evidence shows that the Salk Vaccine could reduce paralytic polio 
by a high per cent among children, teen agers, and adults who 
have taken the three shots properly spaced. 


The Toxoid Clinics (Triple Antigen) immunization against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus for the pre-school and 
school children through Grades I were held. Booster shots for 
better protection were also given. While we have had no cases 
of diphtheria report over a period of years, let us not lag. You 
as parents give this protection to your children, via the clinics or 
through your family physician. 


Tuberculosis: We would like to stress that even though the 
trend in the tuberculosis picture has improved, much is to be 
done. Our concern must be the total well being of the tubercu- 
losis patient as a part of the total community. It is a chronic 
relapsing disease for all ages. The Christmas Seal Sale Fund 
offers each one an opportunity for a Free Chest X-ray at the 
Franklin County Hospital by appointment, or at the Athol Chest 
Clinic held once a month. 


Communicable diseases have declined, with no epidemics re- 
ported by the Board. Few cases of measles, mumps, chicken pox, 
scarlet fever or dog bites, have been reported. 
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The collection of garbage and rubbish made by Mr. Norman 
Rivers was satisfactory. The Town Dump has been well kept. 
The bulldozer, fillings, etc., were used to a great extent to keep 
conditions in fair shape. 


The Board has received a letter from Harlan H. Howard of the 
Howard Laboratories of Amherst praising Mr. Hollis Cleveland, 
our Milk Inspector, for the excellent quality of milk produced 
here in 1956. He is to be congratulated. He has played a highly 
important part in this fine record. 


Mr. Hollis Cleveland, our Sanitary Agent, states he has had 
the co-operation of the owners of eating places. Each one has 
made the necessary changes. These investigations have im- 
proved conditions which existed, for better health. 


Mr. Vernon L. Burgess, our Plumbing Inspector, reports as 
follows: 


Forty-seven inspections were made during the year. The co- 
operation of the plumbers and townspeople has been satisfactory.

Jonuary 1957 


This past year your regional committee has found it ne- 
cessary to hold weekly meetings and on several occasions 
special meetings were called. It has found that much time 
must be given to the job if a rigid time table is to be followed. 


A contract was awarded to Gargulinski Brothers of Ster- 
ling for site work. Their work is about completed and seems 
to be very satisfactory. All play areas will be usable next fall 
and it is expected that much damage to the tile floors will be 
avoided by having grassed land rather than sand around 
the school. 


John Capobianco of Boston and Worcester has been 
awarded the general contract for the construction of the build- 
ing. The Committee feels very pleased with the work of the 
contractor to date. Workmanship on the building to date has 
been very good. 


The Committee was very disappointed when the bids for 
general construction were about 10% greater than expected. 
The confidence expressed by the voters in approving an extra 
$200,000 to cover the increase was very gratifying. 


In November, the Town of Petersham became an active 
member of the regional. For several months prior to this the 
three member Petersham Regional Planning Committee had 
been unofiicial observers, sitting in on all meetings and since 
November, the two new members have proved to be very 
able additions as has the new member from Orange. 


All equipment for the new school requiring special serv- 
ices, such as water, electricity, plumbing, or structural 
changes, have been put out to bid and contracts have been 
signed for delivery of the equipment during the summer. This 
includes: Home arts, science equipment, auditorium chairs, 
heavy equipment in the cafeteria kitchen, etc. The rest of the 
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equipment will be put out to bid early in March so that de- 
livery may be made during the summer also. 


It is expected that at least part of the school will be ready 
for occupancy when schools open in the fall. Mr. Capobianco 
has steadfastly maintained that his work schedule will make 
this possible., 


In accordance with the regional agreement, application 
forms have been sent to all teachers in grades 7-12 in the three 
towns and preference will be given them in filling positions 
in the new school. 


In conclusion, thanks to the fine cooperation of towns- 
people in. the three towns who have so generously given of 
their time and talents to advise the Commitiee, of the teachers 
of the three towns who have responded every time, they were 
called upon to help, of the architects, contractor and crew, and 
clerk of the works, the Committee feels satisfaction and pride , 
in the results of the hours of work spent this year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Orange: 


In submitting for your approval my second annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools, it is a pleasure to be able to 
acknowledge the fine support and cooperation of all who in any 
way have come into contact with the school and its work this 
past year. 


Accomplishments 


We can point with pride to the year that has just come to a 
close. This would not have been possible but for a staff eager to 
do all it can to prepare our youngsters for the complexities of a 
new world, parents willing to try to understand the problems 
facing us in our schools, and a school committee ever ready to 
assist in meeting these problems to the limits of their abilities, 
and budget. 


A Harvard-Boston University Extension course, in the Analy- 
sis and Improvement of Reading Difficulties, was held at the 
Dexter Park School and about 20 of our elementary teachers 
participated. Already, the result of time put in by our teachers is 
beginning to be noticed. 


About 100 bus pupils at Central School have been able to eat 
a hot noon meal since September. The meal is cooked at the 
Dexter Park School and transported to the Central School. This 
project should be enlarged and a similar thing be done for the 
Gale Brooks School. 


Work begun on the elementary curriculum last year has been 
continued and the effect is rather noticeable. A continuous pro- 
gram in geography and history is taking definite shape, and 
achievement test scores show that the pupils are gaining in their 
ability to read well. 


Many repairs to the buildings have been carried out as part 
of a long range plan to improve the general appearance and ef- 
ficiency of our schools. As soon as the many remaining smaller 
jobs are completed and interior decoration carried out, our school 
rooms and corridors will be much more attractive and pleasant. 
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Our Needs 


More teachers and more classrooms will continue to be the 
outstanding problems throughout the country for several years to 
come. Just how long it will be before these problems can be met 
will depend upon the financial ability of those who have to 
support the schools. Unless a way can be found to relieve the 
local tax burdens, the solution will be a long way off. 


In the first three grades and in grades 7 and 8, the per pupil 
ratio has not been excessive, but in grades 4, 5 and 6, the ratio 
has been over 40 pupils per teacher. The high school has been 
affected by increasing enrollments also. Even the limited offer- 
ings now in effect in the high school could not be continued 
another year without more room. 


The School Committee should be complimented for its action 
in doing what it could to help the situation by providing a part- 
time person to assist in some of the routine, non-teaching duties 
of the teachers of the middle grades. This relief has allowed the 
teachers to use this time for planning and for giving attention to 
the needs of the pupils. It has also taken away some of the strain 
and over-work that was beginning to be so noticeable. 


Transferring six rooms full of junior high pupils to the re- 
gional school will relieve the elementary school’s overcrowding. 
To do this, five of the six rooms vacated will be used as class- 
rooms next fall. 


Financial Picture 


A concerted effort has been made to make the tax dollar 
stretch as far as possible. With the increasing cost of services and 
materials, this was no easy task. The over-all picture was very 
satisfactory; in that we were able to keep well within our budget. 
The repair item and instructional materials proved to be more 
costly than anticipated. 


I wish I could report that with the starting of the regional 
school next fall a considerable lessening of need for money for the 
local schools could be shown, but such is not the case. In the first 
place, the immediate need of using the classroom space vacated 
by grades 7 and 8 means that new desks, books, teachers and 
scholars’ supplies will have to be supplied. In the second place, 
the cost of books and supplies has risen about 15%, and of desks, 
8%. It costs about $20.00 to provide a complete set of books for 
each of these pupils. 
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This past year the average expense per pupil for grades 1-8 
was $167.59. The State average for towns of 5,000 population or 
over was $216.21. The average per pupil costs for grades 9-12 was 
$314.36 as compared to the State average of $339.97.

ORANGE HIGH SCHOOL 
Leslie K. Faulkner, Principal 


This is my ninth annual report as Principal of Orange Hig 
School. ee 


The following high points of the past year are worthy of note: 


1. Even though we have known that we would soon be 
transferring to the regional school, we have striven to maintain 
the highest possible standards in our classrooms so that those who 
will be graduating from Orange High School would not feel de- 
prived of our best efforts in their behalf. Classroom standards in 
many of the subjects have actually been raised during the past 
year. Unavoidable crowding in some classrooms does hamper us 
in doing our best work. 


2. The guidance program under the direction of Mr. Manning 
has made considerable progress during the past twelve months. 
The testing program has been intensified in several areas; indi- 
vidual and group guidance for everyone, and career forums con- 
ducted by men in the community and elsewhere to assist the upper 
classmen in planning their futures. A great wealth of printed 
material from many sources relating to advanced schooling and 
to gainful occupations has been made available, and time was 
provided for pupils to study and peruse to advantage the many 
pamphlets and booklets. 


3. Seventy-six seniors were graduated on Thursday evening, 
June 21, 1956. This was the third largest class ever to be gradu- 
ated from Orange High School. Sixteen of the class are now at- 
tending four year colleges, eleven are in advanced schooling for 
two or more years, and eight are in the Armed Forces. Three of 
our students received full tuition scholarships, and three received 
partial scholarships to the college of their choice. 


4. Twenty-five students studied driver-training under the 
direction of Mr. James Rushford. All passed the road test on the 
first attempt. I wish to commend Mr. Rushford for the excellent 
results he achieved in this program. 


5. Mrs. Margaret Ryan once again produced one of the very 
excellent plays for which she is so well known. This year’s senior 
play was “Love Is Eternal.” Almost everyone thought that this 
year’s production was one of the finest of all. 


5. The eighth annual Christmas assembly was presented be- 
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fore the largest audience we have had, on Monday, December 17, 
1956. About one hundred fifty students under the direction of 
Mrs. Ryan and Mr. Hall took part either in the chorus, the tab- 
leaux, or the orchestra. 


6. The Student Council, under the able direction of Miss 
Musgrove, was active throughout the year in school projects, 
student government representatives and student exchange pro- 
grams, Christmas lighting, and many other school functions too 
numerous to mention. 


7. An efficiency reading course was started this year under 
the direction of Mr. George Darey. Mr. Darey has had considerable 
experience in this field, and he has achieved some rather remark- 
able results so far, although the groups have, of necessity, been 
small. Preference was given to seniors preparing for college who, 
through testing, showed a need for help in certain specific areas 
of reading. Gradually, under classmen will be added to the group 
as time and equipment will allow. 


8. Mention should be made of the very excellent work that 
Miss Barbara Crosby has been doing in keeping the financial 
records of this school for the past thirty-one years. Prior to the 
time Miss Crosby took over this thankless task, no records were 
kept. When the new books were begun in 1926, very few financial 
transactions had to be recorded. However, with the passing years, 
the number of transactions carried on and the amount of money 
handled has increased more than tenfold. 


Epilogue 


As we are about to close the doors of the Orange High School, 
and as we watch with interest the formation of the new regional 
high school, we cannot help giving a thought to the years that 
have gone. With the graduation of the class of 1957, eighty-one 
classes will have received their secondary education from this 
institution. Many have gone on to careers of note — too many to 
mention. For an even larger number, it has marked the termina- 
tion of their formal education. I can only believe that most of 
them still cherish fond memories of Orange High, and most of 
them must feel that the efforts of the school in their behalf were 
not entirely in vain. 


It has been an honor to be associated with this school for 
twenty-three years, nine of them as its principal. The years I 
have given I count as a privilege because I recall most of the 
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many hundreds of pupils that have attended this school, and I 
count many personal friends among them. Through the years my 
one aim has been to serve all those who showed a genuine desire 
to learn and to be helped.

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SCHOOL NUBSES’ REPORT — 1956 


The severity of the winter so far might leave one to believe 
that the “common cold” has displaced dental defects as the most 
common ailment among school children. Such is not the case. 
Absence from school sessions due to colds was moderate. How- 
ever, dental defects continue on as the most common ailment. 
The local Kiwanis Club is now in the stage of formulating plans 
for a dental clinic to be held in the community. This facility will 
replace the program which we had at one time whereby children 
needing dental treatment were taken to the Franklin County 
Hospital for such care. This action on the part of the Kiwanis 
Club is one of many which this organization has taken in the 
past in connection with our child health program. The good which 
will be derived from having our own dental clinic is of the great- 
est magnitude. 


The Patch Test for Tuberculosis was carried out by the school 
nurses under the guidance of the school physician, Doctor Alex- 
ander. This test revealed a small percentage of students to have 
a positive finding but a recheck by x-ray on this group showed no 
one to be infected with the disease. F 


We are pleased that no ringworm was found among our 
school children. 


Aside from dental defects, the students of Orange can be clas- 
sified as a healthy group. The results of other examinations by 
the school physician show an insignificant degree of failures, 
which were followed up and given corrective treatment.

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


In 1956 we examined 307 pupils, of which number 169 had de- 
fects. This is apparently a lower percentage than usual. The 
nurses made home visits on 25 of the more serious cases, and ob- 
tained satisfactory corrections. 


Dental cases seem to be the most common condition noted. 
For some years we had dental clinics which were free, or nearly 
so, and resulted in a great improvement in dental care. I am 
hopeful that these can be revived under the sponsorship of Ki- 
wanis. 


As regards to polio immunization, practically every school 
child up to high school age has received two or more inoculations. 


During the last year we have had very few cases of the usual 
children’s diseases. I think that parent interest and cooperation 
regarding children’s health shows definite improvement, due no 
doubt to the excellent PTA activities.
